PREPARING POULTRY FOR MARKET.—Our 


attention has been balled to tbe following 
directions (or preparing poultry for market 
as containing useful suggestions to those 
who offer it for sale : 


1st. Food iu the crop injures the appear- 


ance, is liable to sour, and purchasers ob- 
ject to paying for this less than useless 
weight—therefore, keep from food twenty- 
four hours before killing. 


2. Opening the veins of the neck or 


bleeding iu the mouth is the best modn of 
killing. 
If the head be taken oT at first, 


the akin will recede from tbe neck bone, 
presenting a repulsive feature. After dress- 
ing, tbe bead should be taken off at the 
throat, the akin peeled back a little, aud a 
portion of the neck bono removed, then 
draw the skin over the und, tie and trim 
neatly. 
Tbe intestines of the crop should 


not be " drawn." 


3. For scalding poultry, the water should 


be as neat to tho boiling point as possible, 
without actually boiling, the bird being 
held by the legs, should bo immersed nnd 
lifted up and down in the water three times 
—the motion helps tho hot water to pene- 
trate the plumage mid take proper effect 
upon the akin. Cominua te hold the bird 
by the leg with one band while plucking 
the feathers with the other, without a mo- 
ment's delay after taking out—if skillfully 
handled in this way, the feathers and pin- 
feathera way all be removed without break- 
ing the skin. A torn or broken skin great 
ly injures the appearance, aud tho price 
will be* low in proportion. 


4. It should then be " plumped " by be- 


ing dipped about two seconds into water, 
nearly or quite boiling ho', and then at 
once into cold water, about the sumeleugth 
of time. 


BROTAL MURDER OP A WHOLE FAMILY. 


—A correspondent of the Illinois Stunts 
Zeitung in a Ictterduted Lafayette, Inainna, 
Oct. 10th, writes as follows : 


For many years past, n German by the 


name of Stark, with his family consisting 
of a wife, two grown daughters and three 
sons between the ages of sixteen and twen- 
ty four, has resided upon i\ large farm of 
over two hundred acrts, about seven miles 
from Paoli; aud baa not only by hia inde- 
fatigable industry acquired a large amount 
of property, but also Dy his peaceable, hon- 
est aud friendly disposition secured tbe 
good will of his neighbors, who are mostly 
AmericanB. This farm was somewhat iso- 
lated; the nearest dwelling being dis'.int 
from it about a rnilo and a lu.lf. This made 
it possible for the abominable deed of which 
this entire family was thu victims to remain 
concealed over loup and twenty hours. 
Last Wednesday a c:\ttlu trader frcm, Sa- 
lem, went to Stark'u farm in order to trans- 
act some business with him. lie way sur- 
prised at not aeyiug about the grounds or 
in the yard, the well-known faces of any oi 
Ihe family. He knocked at .tho door and 
received no answer. 


Thii created a suspicion that nil was not 


right, und he forced hia way into the house 
through one of the back windows. On en- 
tering the house, hia eyes were greeted by 
a horrible spectacle. On tho tloor iu u 
pool of half dried blood, lay the farmer, 
with his skull terribly shattered. Not far 
from him on the bed lay bis wife, also dead 
and,bloody, while iu different parts of the 
house were the three sons aud the two 
daughters, all murdered either with cuts 
from * knife, or blows from some blunt in- 
strument. The house* itself must have been 
tbe scene of a severe combat, since every- 
thing movable was broken, and throughout

Mile dealer hastened to tho nearest farm 
,ud alarmed the whole neighborhood. In 
,ho attarcooD, the authorities arrived at tha 
epot The moit accurate Inquiry f nraUhed 
co olsa to tha perpetrator*, other than th« 
crime was probably prompted by a d«aire 
or plunder.

was made to discover the murderers, bat 
so far they have not succeeded in detecting 
tbe smallest trace of them. The physi- 
cians declare that tbe act was probably 
committed either on Monday night or Tues- 
day.

borhood is that tbe assassins have escaped 
with their booty over the river into Ken- 
ticky. Tin worst of it ia that in tho coun- 
ties of Indiana the police authority is for 
the most part in inexperienced hands, un- 
equal to the investigation aud discovery of 
Crimea GO mysterious and complicated.

evidently wishes to be regarded as a per- 
fectly neutral person, coming forward with 
offers of friendiy mediation, and a perfect- 
ly fair proposition to reconcile the divisions 
among Union men ; but if I am to juilge 
of his neutrality by the spirit of his com- 
munication, it is aboat on a par with that 
ol our trans-Atlantic neighbors, who, with 
loud professions of neutrality and national 
honor, deny federal ships admission into 
their parts, and furnish Jeff Davis & Com- 
pany with Alabumns and two hundred 
pound Armstrongs. 
Ho expresses the 


belief " thit could Mr. Story at any time 
heretofore have stopped these dissensions 
in any way honorable ha would gladly have 
done so ; •' and thus by implication charges 
me with being the cause of tho "disses- 
sions " which unhappily exist, and the on- 
ly obstacle to their reconciliation. Now I 
would appeal to the fairness of all Union 
men to say whether under the circumstan- 
ces I am amenable to such a charge, when 
it is well known, not only to my own friends 
nnd supporters but to those of Mr. Story, 
that from th'j day of my nomination to the 
present time, I have uniformly expressed a 
perfect willingness to reconcile the matter 
by unconditionally withdrawing from the 
canvass, provided that Mr. Story would do 
the saxie, uud thus rufer the whole matter 
back to the loyal voters of the city, in whoso 
hands it properly belongs ; aud I would ask 
Union what thera would be in any gentle- 
man's accepting such a proposition, incom- 
patible with personal honor ?

Had my proposition been accept- 
ed, no one would hive been under any 
more obligations to support Mr. Story or 
myself for re-nomination than though our 
names had never basu mentioned in con- 
nection with the office, auJ I should have 
made no efforts to influence their action. 


Union claims grout consideration for Mr. 


Story on account of the regularity of his 
nomination ; his fidelity to h'ij party; hia 
devotion to tbe Uuion aud for what he has 
done towards carrying ou the war, and I 
shall not take issue with him on any of 
these points. I nm happy to recognise in 
Mr. Story a gi-utleman possessed of all the 
virtues which Union claims for him, and 
one with whom I have never had any but 
the most pleasant relations — with him I 
can hnva no personal controversy ; but as 
I owe no allegiance to the party which put 
him in nomination, I am not bound to treat 
him in his capacity of nominee with any 
more consideration than I would the can- 
didate of any other political organization. 
As to Union's "question direct" I think it 
will bo lirao enough for mo to reply to it 
when Mr. Story himself ohall have ajcept- 
ed or rejected the obviously fair proposition 
which his friends have so long declined.
